the importance attached to it by some 
of the newspapers here. 

Santiago 4e Chile. Dec. 27.— It is as- 
scrt-^d here that the Argentine minis- 
ter to Chile. Senor Portela. has Insist- 
ed on a new definition of the protocol 
rerentl'y drawn up with ihe i)l)je<t of 
bringing about an arrangement, 
through arbitration, of the questions 
In dispute between Chile and Argen- 
tina. This has had a very bad effect 
on public opinion. 

Navy and Wireless Telegraphy. 
Washington, Dec. 27.— The navy de- 
partinent has taken the initial steps 
toward the hJoption of wireless teleg- 
raphy as a means of siRnalllnR be- 
tween warships at sea. To this end 
Admiral liradford of the bureau of 
equipment has asked that the armored 
cruisers of the Pennsylvania class 
have tlieir masts and rigging so ar- 
ranged that the wireless system can 
be introduced. This will necessitate 
the lengthening of the masts of the 
sbips and the insulation of the metal 
rigging by 'the use of hemp covering 
for halyards. It is intended to get 
tast seta of instruments of the various 
wireless systems now being operated. 
These include the Mdrconi system.

The bill corn- 
Maes the features of the Littlefleld 
bill, now before the Judiciary commit 
tee In the national congress, the New 
York law and the Ideas advanced by 
Governor Nasli and Secretary of State 
Laylin. It is the aim of the proposed 
law to do away entirely with the state 
^vy by making provision for a suffi- 
cleht IncpAie from corporate interests.

27.— United 
States Senator William J. Sewell died 
at his home here at 9: SO a. m. Friday 

of diabetes complicated with stumnch 
and heart trouble. Senator Sewell's 
illness exttnded over a period of two 
years, bu^ hjs condition was not con- 
sidered serious until about a year ago. 
His constant attention to o.Tlcial du- 
ties lesulted two years ago in a col- 
lapse. A trip to Europe wait beneficial 
and he aoon recovered lufllciently to 
restime hts duties. Toward the end 
of the last session of congress he de- 
veloped a complication of diseases 
and acting on the advice of his physi 
clans, again visited various health re- 
softs in Europe. Upon his return, his 
condition showing no improvement. 
Senator Sewell went to Ashevllle, N. 
C where he remained ''^ ■ -n inths. 
He returiied to his tionie ainmt four 
wt eks a^o. anil iluriiig a f f w days a 
slight improvement in his condition 
wsa noted. Within the past two weeks

At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was commissioned 
captain of the Fifth New Jersey volun- 
teers, served during the war, brevet- 
ted brlRadier kciu ral for distinguisht d 
services at Chanceilorsville and also 
major general for pallant servi( e dur- 
ing the war. He was wounded at 
Chaacallorsville and at Gettysburg. 
After the war Mr. Sewell became con- 
nected with th^ New Jersey branches 
of the Penn.sylvanla railway systtni. 
In 1872 he was fleeted state senator 
from Camden county and was ii:esi 
dent of the senate in 1876. 1879 and 
IHO. Whii* yet a member of the sen- 
ate he was elected to the United 
States senate In 1881 to succeed Theo- 
dore F Randolph, next elected in 18!i.'j 
to succeed .lolin R. Mc Pherson ami 
was re-elect, ' in IPdl. Mr. Sewell 
was a delegate and also chairman of 
the New Jersey delegation to the Re- 
publican national conventions of 1876, 
1880. 1884. 1888, 1892 and 1896. He 
was one ()f ihe natit'iial cominl-sion 
ers for New Jersey of the world's laii- 
at Chii ago in ISHu. He was also iden- 
tified with the management of various 
banks, trust companies and philan- 
thropic societies.

Scranton. Pa., Dec. 27. — An ezplo> 
aion la thsrl^arrei mill of the teoslo 
Powder company of the Jermyn works 

blew the mills and somj .id joining 
buildings to pieces and broke windows 
for miles around. Tho shock was 
plainly felt in this city, a distance of 
14 miles. Jacob HJIler, who was in the 
engine room in an adjoining buildlngi 
waa fatally burned. John Olbbe, 
Ocorge Gebhardt and Oeorgo Horkel. 
were caught hy flying debris and bad- 
ly Injured. Glass blown from a win- 
dow in Albert Carey's house struck 
his daughter and cut a deep gash in 
her neck. It is feared she is fatally 
injured. Scarcely a score of resldonoaa 
in Jermyn c scaped with a whole paaa

The Foundry Catastrophe,

Fireman Charles Millaid of Car- 
boudale and two irainmen were killed. 
Conductor Smith c'Seaiied death, but 
Is badly injured. The track was cov- 
ered with sleet and snow and the air- 
brakes refusing to work allowed tne 
train to gain such a headway that it 
dashed down the mouui iin wiili ter- 
liflc speed, passing Wiuwood al the 
rate of 80 miles an hour.

Not since the fabled free«mouae baited 
tbe oaged lion baa there been so extra- 
ordinary a spectacle as that presented in 
tbe censuring of Admirals Dewey and 
Schley and General Miles by Eliba Root. 

Mr. Root is a corporation and trust 
lawyer who was appointed to the head oi 
the War Department solely for political 
reasons.

He never "set a Fquadron in the field" 
nor saw one on the water. Yet be has 
the colossal impadenee to reprimand 
tieneral Miles, the hero of a hundred 
battles, for expressing his willingaees to 
arcept the judgment of Admiral Dewey, 
tbe hero of Manila, that Adiniral Sohley 
was in actual command at tbe battle of 
Santiago and was the hero of that affair. 

Thns with one sweepinjf censure doee 
this knight of the quill condemn three 
of the bravest, most experienced and 
moat snccesgful fighters on land and sea 
that this nation has ever produced. 

Tfiat this reprimand was made "by di- 
rection of the President" adds neither to 
propriety nor its justice.
